Health Talk—Rabies. 


In co-operation with the State De- 


partment 
of Health's 
educational 


campaign. Dr. T. E. Munce. State 
Veterinarian, Department cf Agri- 
culture, says:— 


"'Rabies is one of the oldest known 


diseases. It is alwasy fataL It is a 
disease of the nervous system and is 
iransmtited almost always by a dog 
bite. Dogs are most susceptible and 
most often found affected, although 
all animals may become affected. 
Many people are bitten 
by rabid 


dogs making rabies a menace, as it is 
a very dreaded disease when affect- 
ing people. Fortunately there is a 
treatment known as the Pasteur 
treatment which can be 
given to 


those who have^ been bitten. 
It is 


very successful for preventing: rabies 
in people who have been exposed. 


The stray dog is the greatest men- 


ace as far as rabies is concerned, and 
authorities should have the active 
co-operation of all people in elimin- 
ating the stray do*, restricting the 
danger of rabid dogs and protecting 
man and animals against this dread- 
ed disease. 


It is always advisable, when a per- 


son is bitten by a dog, to make cer- 
tain that the animal is or is not suf- 
fering from rabies. The proper steps 
to be taken in such cases are as fol- 
lows : 


1. If the animal exhibits unmis- 


takable symptoms of rabies, it should 
be destroyed immediately, and the 
person bitten should consult his phy- 
sician regarding treatment. 


2. If the animal shows symptoms 


which in any way simulate thos* seen 
in rabies, the dog should be examined 
bv a veterinarian and if destroyed, 
the brain should be forwarded to the 
Laboratories of 
the 
Pennsylvania 


Bureau of Animal Industry,. 39th and 
Woodland 
Avenue, 
Philadelphia, 


Pennsylvania, for examination. 
In 


case the finding indicates that the 
animal in question was suffering 
from rabies, the person bitten should 
consult 
his 
physician 
regarding 


proper 
treatment. Even in cases 


whih failed to show any evidence of 
the disease by laboratory examina- 
tion, it is advisable to consult your 
physician, as the laboratory exam- 


ination, although very dependable, 
cannot be considered infallible. 


3. If the animal does not show 


any symptoms and appears normal 
after biting an individual, it should 
be properly restrained and observed 
by a veterinarian. If no symptoms 
of rabies develop by the end of one 
week, the animal may be destroyed 
and laboratory examination of brain 
made. If not desirous of destroying 
the animat it should be kept under 
observation until the end of the third 
week. The fact that the dog does 
not develop rabies in this period of 
time is the best evidence that he was 
not suffering from rabies at the time 
the person was btiten. 


4. Dogs to be destroyed for the 


purpose of laboratory examination 
should never be shot through the 
head, as this mutilates and destroys 
the brain tissue to such an extent as 
to make an examintion unsatisfac- 
tory-. 


5. Consult a veterinarian regard- 


ing the dog. and a physician regard- 
ing yourself.
